D. C.—No form of 
in vest men ts'.Giccpt Government bonds 
suffered as lltllo loss as deposits In 
closed banks during tho years 193P32- 
33. Jesso H. Jones.. Chairman of the 
Reconstruction -Finance Corporation.

U A point generally overlooked In 
connection with bank failures'In’this 
period/ Is that upon tbk whole, depos 
itdrs In closed banks will get a some 
what larger percentage thatf has been 
true In^bank failures over a period of 
*ny twonty-fivo years.” Mr. Jones said 
"Hcretoforo they have gotten about 
53C6. but In these wh61esalc"bank clfta-. 
Ings, my estimate Is that they will, 
upon tho average, get about^5% of 
tbclr deposits. 

-Another point worthy of mention 
Is that a depositor In a closed bank 
loses odly a part bf Ws deposit, while 
the bank stockholder loses all, plus * 
stock assessment. ' . * • 

-No, form of Investment, except Gov¬ 
ernment bonds, has suffered as little 
toss as deposits In closed bapkt, and 
while I appreciate that there Is little 
consolation In this fact, those who 
hail fheir savings Invested In stocks, 
bonds, mortgages, real estito; Indus*, 
trial investments, or In businesses df 
any kind, have had losses very much 
greater, and in a much largor percent 
age, than have depositors In dosed 
banks.

-It (s an almost universal oplntoo 
among Sinkers that June has been the 
turning point In banking history In 
the matter of recovery. Reasons for 
the optimism are twofold -the condi¬ 
tion of the banks and the prospect*, of J 
be tter banking business. . • 

“The reorganization of the banking 
system after the holiday of sixteen 
months ago Is now practically com 
plete. The comparatively few banks 
yet to be reorganized and reopened krs 
no longer a serious factor In the situ# 
tlon. The year's preparatory period for 
the enforcement of major provisions 
of the Banking Act of 1933 has passed, 
and hanks n<)+ have a definite Idea of 
where they stand.- , #
